4 HE HEADLINES CRY OUT that the cold war is on again, that the 
Geneva spirit is dead. Military extremism, which can only prosper 
on fear, On growing armies, mounting armaments and swollen taxes, is 
spurring forward to recover lost ground. The air is filled again with the 
old deceptions and half truths that are the stock in trade of the alarmists. 
THIS IS UNFAIR TO THE PUBLIC for there have been many 
enduring gains. Here are a few: (1) Eisenhower’s Geneva proposals still 
mark the hour in history when all world leaders first conceded that war is 
utterly impossible if civilization is to continue. Although some may talk 
war again, most persons realize that there is no defense for the A and H 
bombs, that the use of these weapons will make life impossible on this globe. 
(2) The great long-range guided missiles, so soon to be a reality, 
will end all quibbling about war’s total destructiveness. War will then be 
instantaneous, all inclusive, no escape, no place to hide. It will take a gen- 
eration for the truth to sink in, but all of men’s thoughts about war will 
change. Even “little wars” cannot be tolerated, no more than “little fires” 
can be tolerated in a crowded city. 

(3) Russian leaders, while they still occasionally use the old cliches 
about war as inevitable, have demonstrated, by their actions, that they 
fully realize that war has become an impossibility. The all-out Soviet eco- 
nomic aid program is the most decisive turn-about in Communist history. 
Until recently, all Communist tactics concentrated on how to undermine 
non-Communist economies, how to encourage decay and promote collapse 
to open the way for the Red revolution. But now the Communists are 
rushing about, offering to build up non-Communist economies, hoping to 
win through the creation of goodwill and cooperation. The Western press 
and Western leadership has failed to grasp the significance of this. 

(4) The United Nations is now much stronger because of the ad- 
mission of the additional nations — the power of small nations acting to- 
gether can now force the Goliath to recognize the will and desire of oth- 
ers. The few nations still outside the UN will soon find the way in. The 
UN is revealing a power to endure, to grow and determinedly to con- 
tinue its functions far far beyond any international organization of the 
past. Its prestige and support in the U. S. and in the world is growing de- 
spite the sniping in this country. When men finally comprehend the na- 
ture of the nuclear age and the insanity of each nation carrying in its 
pocket enough Hydrogen Hell to blow the world up, the international 
structure will be there, solid and growing, to give mankind the controls 
and direction needed to maintain the peace and further organize and man- 
age a complex world society. 

There are many more firm indications of progress, but these are 
sufficient to show that we are not still caught in a stalemate. The only 
stalemate exists in the minds of some of our leaders — political and mili- 
tary minds that are bogged down in the past and do not have the imagin- 
ation and courage to lead the people into a future that is already upon us. 


HE ENTIRE WESTERN DEFENSE SYSTEM is being undermined 

by events in France. The weakness of our basic defense concepts 

presents a startling picture and a forecast of things to come, unless these 
concepts are altered. 

WE HAVE REARMED WESTERN EUROPE, and are pressing 


the rearmament of Germany, to create a wide military front against Rus-

The labor forces of America 
have shown a remarkable aware- 
ness of the place of religion in our 
industrial life. The historical joint 
convention of the AFL and CIO 
unions, marking the merger of the 
two largest labor bodies in Amer- 
ica, was highlighted by the fre- 
quent appearances on the platform 
of the nation’s leading clergymen, 
not just to lead in prayer or to be 
indulged for brief presentations, 
but to share the most important 
hours of the program and to make 
some of the most important state- 
ments of the entire convention. 

Rabbi Israel Goldstein, president 
of the American Jewish Congress. 
snoke at one of the main sessions; 
Ravmond A. MacGowan, leader of 
the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
ference. appeared at another im- 
portant session: and, preceding the 
sneech bv Adlai Stevenson at an- 
o‘her session, was an address by 
Dr. Eugene Carson Blake, president 
of the National Council of 
Churches. During the sessions that 
led up to the combined convention, 
groups of theological students from 
several seminaries and representa- 
tives from the National Religion 
and Labor Foundation took an ac- 
tive part in panel discussions. 

In our last issue we stated that 
the two chiefs of the new AFL- 
CIO labor organization were both 
devout churchmen, George Meany 
a Roman Catholic and Walter 
Reuther a Protestant. Repeatedly 
during the merger convention it 
was emphasized that a new pattern 
was being established for labor 
gatherings, that the church will 
have an increasing voice in labor 
deliberations. 


BELIEFS INTO ACTION: A 
Methodist pastor and a Catholic 
priest recently led a five-man citi- 
zens committee which was instru- 
mental in settling a 17-week cop-

Michigan. The bitterness between 
the labor union and the manage- 
ment had become so acute that the 
plant owners had threatened to 
close the plant permanently; in fact, 
liquidation proceedings had already 
commenced when the clergymen, 
with three other citizens, called a 
mass meeting. This meeting, open- 
ed by prayer and concluded by 
prayer, introduced a spirit of toler- 
ance and goodwill into the negotia- 
tions which quickly resulted in a 
satisfactory settlement. 


CHURCH ATTENDANCE & 
SECULARISM: Dr. Will Herberg, 
eminent Jewish historian-philosoph- 
er, calls attention to the fact that 
9,500,000 Bibles were sold in Amer- 
ica in 1954 but that 53 per cent of 
the population could not name one 
book of the New Testament when 
asked to do so in a recent survey. 
Dr. Herberg pointed out, according 
to the Washington Religious Re- 
port, that while religion has be- 
come very popular, we know less 
and less about what we pretend to 
believe. Religion has become so 
popular that not to be a good Prot- 
estant, Catholic or Jew is consid- 
ered un-American. “Religion has 
become a kind of idolatry,” states 
the historian, “worshipping not 
God but faith itself,’ because it 
helps to identify us in the commun- 
ity. “This sort of religion becomes 
a protective wall which the self 
throws up against the radical de- 
mands of God.” 


Teeth, Health & Truth 


The president of the American 
Dental Ass’n., Dr. B. C. Kingsbury, 
predicts that dental care will soon 
be included in the prepaid health 
plans that are growing throughout 
the nation. Dr. Kingsbury warns 
dentists that the cost of adequate 
dental care is getting out of reach 
of many low and middle income 
families and that the profession 
must be prepared to cooperate with 
the prepaid health plans in the in- 
terests of better dentistry and im- 
proved public health. 


“MIRACLE” TOOTH PASTE 
ADS that promise to prevent or 
cure tooth decay and gum diseases 
were condemned recently at the 
convention of the Dental Society 
of the State of New York. Dental 
leaders stated that, despite all ad- 
vertising claims, no “therapeutic” 
paste or powder had been accepted 
by the dental profession. Such false 
claims, made constantly by nation- 
al advertisers, are “almost criminal- 
ly deceptive and misleading,” said 
the president of the dental organi- 
zation, who cautioned of the seri- 
ous and often incurable dental dis- 
orders that often result from reli- 


ance on a “wonder” product rath-

sian aggression. This strategy rests upon the traditional American military 
policy of fighting our wars as far from our own shores as possible and as 
near the enemy’s homeland as possible. This may have made sense during 
the days of ramrods and hand grenade war — but it does no longer. 

THERE ARE FATAL WEAKNESSES in this concept that now lie 
shockingly exposed. For tactical and geographical reasons, our military 
leaders have located the headquarters of the Western defense system, 
which we call NATO (North Atlantic Treaty Organization), in and about 
Paris. Look at a map of Europe and you will readily see that the close 
proximity of the Atlantic sea lanes and to our allies in England, Spain 
and Italy make it imperative that the European defense establishment 
have its arterial system centered in France. But with the present political 
conditions prevailing in Paris, our military leaders find that having their 
lifelines of defense entwined about the political fate of France is about 
as comfortable as flying a plane in a fog with the motors conking out. 
For alcoholism, atheism and the stubborn selfishness of the French indus- 
trial aristocracy has created such helplessness and despair in France that 
some kind of revolutionary upheaval becomes inevitable — with rosy pros- 
pects for the Communists. (Social scientists put alcoholism first among the 
causes of France’s disintegration. A thousand years of Catholic dogma 
has produced a nation in which most of the men and almost all the youth 
are atheists. The distrust between the classes is so great that the Paris wit 
describes France as a nation divided among 50 million Frenchmen.) 

FAILURE TO UNDERSTAND the nature of the Marxist revolu- 
tion — a shortcoming this Newsletter has hammered at for years — has 
brought this dilemma upon us. Our politico-military leaders have con- 
ceived of the danger of communism almost entirely on the military level, 
have seemed unable to visualize any threat beyond that of Russian armies 
marching westward. Thus our military have been blind to the meaning of 
France’s political instability in the larger strategical picture. For, with 
France plagued by economic, political and moral disintegration, the Com- 
munist international plotters, without firing a shot, have been able to 
undermine our whole Western defense alignment and put themselves in a 
position to turn our flank disastrously if the right moment comes. 

There are about two million active Communist party members in 
France. Millions more look with sympathy upon the Communist ideology, 
for, owning nothing but a few sticks of furniture in a shabby apartment 
in an ancient tenement house, what have they to lose? The average 
Frenchman is convinced that Moscow knows better than to attempt the 
domination of France from the Kremlin, so the French Communist party 
is thoroughly French. Rather than endure continued exploitation by the 
French industrial cliques (whose policy is limited production, low wages, 
high profits and pay-no-taxes, leaving the tax load upon the poor), the 
workers say, “Why not give the Reds a chance?” We refer chiefly to the 
worker because he is the one to whom the Marxists make their appeal 
and through whom they funnel their revolutionary efforts, for the worker 
can be tightly organized and mobilized as the peasant-farmers cannot. 
But the greatest fear that gnaws at the heart of the French worker is 
shared by all Europeans. 


COMMUNISM IS CONSIDERED PREFERABLE TO ATOMIC 
WAR by the people of France and all of Europe, a theme constantly 
echoed in the foreign press, as we have reported previously. We have ex- 
pected our allies to accept a grand defense design in which they must 
team up with us to establish great U. S. military bastions in their own 
front yards, when, by that very act, they guarantee that they will be the 
first and principal victims of an atomic war. It has been obvious for a 
long time that such a plan would not reach maturity. Everytime we have 
shot off an atom bomb test, we have blown another hole in our military 
alliances, especially since we have exploded over five times as many as 
Russia! By this over-emphasis of the military aspects of the Communist 
threat (and by our atom bomb exhibitionism in a world already sick of 
war’s destruction), we have not only undermined our own grand design 
of defense but have aided Moscow’s grand design. 


HE POPE OF ROME has found the American military position to 
have so little moral justification that he has been compelled to join 

in the demands so frequently plugged by Moscow, that further atomic 
bomb tests be prohibited and that definite steps be taken toward atomic 
disarmament. Our diplomats rushed to Rome to explain to his holiness 
that we have good reason to believe that the Russians, knowing we are 
well ahead of them on atomic developments, would use the prohibition of 
atomic tests as an opportunity to catch up with us. Once having done that, 
our leaders argue that Moscow would soon proceed with their own tests. 
BUT THE VATICAN IS UNDER GREAT PRESSURE, from 


all over Europe, to stop the atomic insanity. Moreover, the Pope remem-

The financial cost of militarism 
that afflicts the American economy 
is only part of the picture, for the 
consumption of time and talent is 
quite as disproportionate. The mili- 
tary program involves the employ- 
ment of 17 men and women for 
every One person engaged in the 
entire health, housing, welfare and 
educational activities of the Gov- 
ernment; 16 for each person work- 
ing in Government agriculture and 
30 for each person employed in 
Government services to commerce 
and industry. 

VALUES: The dilapidated condi- 
tion of the American schools (now 
reaching an alarming state in con- 
trast to Russia’s educational prog- 
ress) further emphasizes the mass 
insanity which war is inflicting 


upon modern society. The plight 


of hospitals across the country, 
nearly all of which are severely 
handicapped by inadequate physi- 
cal facilities, shortage of equipment 
and trained personnel, further high- 
lights the distortion of values that 
blights our national life. 

For most of the military equip- 
ment that has been provided by the 
huge military expenditures in the 
past few years is now obsolete and 
headed for the junk heap. The 
bulk of this equipment was rushed 
to completion on the hysterical sur- 
mise that Russia was about to 


strike, although no evidence avail- 


able from any source indicates that 
the Soviet has contemplated a mili- 
tary assault upon this Hemisphere 
at any time during the past ten 
years. The Communists have stead- 
fastly adhered to their doctrine of 
the promotion of revolution by sub- 
version and infiltration. But little 
of our military budget has ever

bers that, in the last two elections, Italy nearly voted itself into commu- 
nism; that the millions of Catholics in Italy have already said they would 
prefer to take their chances on communism, than on an atomic war. The 
Vatican is no doubt mystified by the failure of the Americans to under- 
stand the horror of the rest of the world at the prospect of a hydrogen 
holocaust. From the tone of the Vatican’s newspaper, Observatore Romano, 
it is doubtful that the Pope has given the U. S. representatives any assur- 
ance he would change his position. There is considerable fear in Wash- 
ington that the Pope intends to push forward on this issue, for it affords 
him an excellent chance to seize the moral leadership of the world on the 
most important issue before the mind of man in this century, one on 
which Protestantism has remained largely voiceless. Otherwise, Ameri- 
ca’s fixation on militarism has given the Communists this moral leader- 
ship in championing the cause of survival for the little people of the 
world. That we perceive the deception in Moscow’s position scarcely less- 
ens the enormity of U. S. military-political miscalculations concerning 
where true power lics in the nuclear age. 


HE SOUL OF AMERICA, in terms of its world outreach, is on trial 

within the committee rooms of Congress where our foreign aid pro- 
gram is being debated. The reactionary bloc of the GOP, which sabo- 
taged Point Four, had tied the President’s hands on this issue until the 
realists in the Kremlin saw a great opening. We had created this opening 
for them by reducing our foreign aid program to a dribble while scaring 
the world to death with our atomic exhibitionism. While the Russians 
whisked about over Asia, scattering glowing promises of economic and 
technological aid to impoverished peoples, a dozen U. S. embassies rushed 
alarming reports to Washington. 

THEN THE KREMLIN TURNED TO AFRICA and in past 
weeks has promoted deals for Soviet ambassadorial representation and 
economic and technical aid to Libya in North Africa, and to the Sudan, 
which is a newly-born independent republic. To the West African Repub- 
lic of Liberia Moscow offered immediate engineering and financial help 
for a large hydro-electric project on the St. Paul River. The Soviets al- 
ready have major missions active in Cairo and in Ethiopia. American em- 
bassies are now warning that the U. S. must act quickly and fulsomely. 

THE RIGHT-WING GOP FANATICS in Congress, however, are 
still blocking the expanded foreign aid program at the time of this writing. 
What are the attitudes of your own senators and congressmen? If they 
are members of this obstruction group, you should start a movement to 
have them brought home for sanity tests. With over $50 billions going 
into the military budget this year, we can afford to match Russia’s efforts 
in economic assistance, especially in view of the certainty that at least a 


third of our military expenditures goes for equipment that will be obso-

students to have been largely a re- 
sult and continuation of World 
War I. Thus, when the eminent 
scholars of Britain and Germany 
discussed at length the causes of 
World War I, they concluded that 
it was not caused by economic 
rivalry or secret plotting of any 
particular group, but, rather, that 
fear of the other side’s growing 
military power was primarily re- 
sponsible for the tensions and chain 
of events that led to the tragic out- 
break of violence between England, 
France and Germany, which in 
turn led to Nazism. The historians, 
in reports to school organizations 
of Western Europe, urge that 
school text books should be revised 
at once to eliminate the poison of 
self-righteousness and other doc- 
trines that promote racial and na- 
tional arrogance and in turn in- 
crease the suspicions and fears 
among different peoples. 

In describing the build-up to- 
wards World War I, the historians 
said that trade between British and 
German areas was prosperous at 
the turn of the century, that Brit- 
ish and American banks were prof- 
itably cooperating with German in- 
terests in developing trade in Latin 
America and the Far East. Thus 
these commercial interests were not 
responsible for the formation of 
policies that led to war. 

Tensions were aroused when 
Germany sought to strengthen the 
Austro-Hungarian alliance, giving 
the Austro-Hungarian bloc a blank 
check for German support. These 
enlarging military alliances caused 
fear in Britain and Russia, bringing 
the British fleet into wider opera- 
tion through the Eastern Atlantic 
and the Mediterranean areas. The 
Kaiser increased his armies and 
staged displays of armed power to 
impress his allies and to intimidate 
the British and Russians. With the 
mobilization of the Russian armies, 
the tensions increased until only a 
spark was needed to enflame the 
whole European continent. 

Will this lesson of history be ob- 
served by those who have already 
staged 69 atomic bomb tests (as 
against Russia’s 14) and demand 
that further terrifying exhibitions 
be made this spring “in the interests 
of peace”? How far can such 
mockery be carried? 


Military Careers 

The Pentagon has spent millions 
in publicity to persuade American 
youth to look upon the military ca- 
reer with favor and respect. Hun- 
dreds of films have been made, mil- 
lions of pamphlets distributed, and, 
with all the agencies of the com- 
munity and nation giving full coop- 
eration. the military chiefs felt con-

fident that they were gaining 
ground. To appraise its success, 
the Pentagon made a survey of atti- 
tudes among adults and teen-agers 
which yielded the following reveal- 
ing results: 

(1) A military career carries lit- 
tle prestige either with adults or 
youth. The main complaints were 
inadequate pay, dislike for regi- 
mentation, lack of family life and 
an unfair system of promotion. 
(2) The best educated civilians have 
a lower opinion of military life, 
either at the officer level or that of 
the enlisted man, than do the less 
educated. (3) The military publicity 
seems to have had little influence, 
for most of those questioned said 
that their opinions were based on 
either personal experience in the 
Armed Services or on the word of 
those who had seen service. 

Teen-agers and young men are 
overwhelmingly inclined to look 
upon military service as an un- 
pleasant obligation. Only eight out 
of 100 were attracted to it as a ca- 
reer — and then only if they could 
be officers.

HERE ARE LEGITIMATE GROUNDS FOR CRITICISM OF 

FOREIGN AID. In the past, billions were wasted because the ad- 
ministrators were often the kind of political appointees who were politi- 
cally motivated in all they did; there was quite a bit of this during the 
Truman Administration, although a minimum in Point Four. Other for- 
eign aid administrators came from big business circles, who used the 
funds to restore the properties of the foreign industrial cartels, thus leav- 
ing the economic situation more explosive than before. This happened 
particularly in Italy and Greece and is now being repeated in Spain. But 
so many more billions have been openly and unapologetically squandered 
through military expenditures, that complaints about foreign aid sound 
like a drunkard scolding his wife over the money spent on the baby’s milk. 


HE KIND OF FOREIGN AID NEEDED does not require an out- 

pouring of billions but an outpouring of Christian goodwill through 
skilled assistance on down-to-earth levels. For example, when 100,000 
baby chicks were flown to the Near East, each farmer receiving some 
of them agreed, within a year, to return to a national poultry pool a 
dozen setting eggs for each chick received. A poultry expert went with 
the chicks to advise on their care, and now thousands of impoverished 
farmers, who never had poultry on their tiny barren farms before, have 
flocks of improved breeds. The heifer project provided the same type of 
practical help, implemented by skill and goodwill. Farm machine co-ops, 
medical clinics and area health programs, which are being set up in many 
places through different agencies, are needed on a much broader scale. 
The GOP must redeem the shameful record established when the new 
Administration killed Point Four and tied our foreign aid to the pro- 
motion of our military alliances. 

Send your congressmen postcards demanding action on this issue. 
Hundreds of thousands of young men are drafted, billions spent training 
and equipping them to kill. With the whole business of war now leading 
up the blind alley of hydrogen war, why not provide young draftees 
an alternate choice of being trained and equipped to go and help people 
instead of kill them? The chances for success in that kind of a cold war 
would be very great. At its worst, it would cost much less than we are 
now spending, for nothing would become obsolete, nothing be wasted. 

AMERICA’S GREAT ACHIEVEMENTS in technical know-how 
and the miracle production of our free enterprise have a great chance to 
demonstrate our excellence to the world. Whatever economic aid Moscow 
offers will be drawn out of an impoverished economy, whatever they give 
will be taken away from the needy Russian people. It is also apparent 
that the Russians are offering their aid on the basis of shrewd trading; if 
they provide engineers and tools, they will expect ores, timber and other 
raw materials in exchange. There is no reason why economic aid could 
not be organized to increase the expansion of profitable trade. But capi- 
talism must have the imagination and courage to match the Communist 
lead in this. Or are we so afraid of the word “barter” when it moves out- 


side our own banking system?
